In 1S74 the total tonnage 
passing 


through Oakland harbor exclusive of 
the amount handled at Long- Wharf, 
was 131,300 tons. 
In 1900 the- tonnage 


passing through the jetties reached the 
grand total of S.COO.jGS tons, exclusive 
of the amount handled at Long Wharf 
and the bay front ferries. 


A total of $2,450,600 has been expend- 


ed by the Government in improving th& 
harbor, which has no\v a twenty-foot 
channel at mean low tide. A further 
expenditure of less than a million will 
give a twenty-five foot channel to .Fal- 
lon street and a seventeen-foot channel 
to the tidal basin 
and double 
the 


amount of water frontage available for 
wharves and docks. 


Oakland Harbor 
is perfectly land- 


locked. Its waters are never ruffled by 
the severest storms. It is the only sec- 
tion of San Francisco bay where ves- 
sels can be moored in absolute security 
in all sorts of weather. Oakland Har- 
bor has a total water frontage inside 
the jetties of eight miles, besides an 
equal 
frontage on 
the bay 
proper. 


Ship and car meet the entire circuit of 
the harbor. 
Lying immediately to the 


wharves and rail lines are large tracts 
available for manufacturing plants. 


Oakland Harbor is admirably situated 


for ship building, repiiring and dry 
docks, being but six miles from the 
open sea, with every natural conven- 
ience at hand for procuring and hand- 


ling materials at the lowest cost. It is 
commodious enough to accommodate a 
vast commerce, and ordinary dredging 
will admit ships of the largest class 
whic-h can be docked for miles alongside 
railway trains. 


The largest yards for building wooden 


ships on the Pacific Coast are on Oak- 
land Harbor.

and 12 feet deep around tidal basin, the 
whole to cost $968,203. 
A channel 25 


feet in depth at low tide will enable 
the largest ships entering San Fran- 
oisrco bay to pass above the bridges in 
Oakland Harbor.

The stcry of how the mistletoe gets 


on the trees is a most interesting one. 
Covering the mistletoe twigs are pear- 
ly white berries. These come in the 
winter season when food Is compara- 
tively scarce, and hence some of our 
birds eat them freely. Now when a 
robin eats a cherry he swallows simply 
the meat and flps the stone away. 
The seed of the mistletoe the bird can- 
not flip. It is sticky and holds to his 
bill. His only resource is to wipe It 
off, and he does so, leaving: it sticking 
to the branches of the tree on which 
he is sitting at the time. This seed 
sprouts after a time, and not finding 
earth—wnich indeed its ancestral habit 
has made it cease wanting—it hunts 
there for the pipes that carry the sap. 
Now the sap in the bark Is the very 
richest 
in the tree, far richer than 
that in the 
wood, and the mistletoe 
gets from its host the choicest, of 
food. With 
a strange 
foresight 
It 
does not throw its leaves away,as do 
most parasites, but keeps them to usa 
in winter when the tree is leafless.—

San Francisco attorney, is home again 
:rom an extended European .tour in 
the course of .which he visited 
the 


principal capitals and the famous his- 
:oric spots of the Old "World. He re- 
turns from his travels so fresh and 
rejuvenated that his classmates at St. 
Mary's, College, who met him at Sacra- 
mento,'say he must have visited the 
Fountain of .Youth while abroad. 


Mr. McEnerney traversed every part 


of Ireland from the Giant's Causeway 
to the Cove of Cork.

tion. 
Even in political debate it is 


charged that we are "drunk with ma- 
terial prosperity," arid have forgotten 
the Law and the Commandments; that 
we have discarded alike the Sermon on 
the Mount and the Constitution of our 
fathers. 


That 
we 
are 
prosperous 
beyond 


precedent is true. That there is extra- 
ordinary activity in material pursuits 
Is also true. There is greed and selfish- 
ness and injustice in the land, and the 
faces 
of 
the 
poor 
are 
sometimes 


ground, but on the whole can It be 
truthfully said that we are less mindful 
of the kinship of humanity than for- 
merly? 
Are generous impulses less 


common than in former days, or, to put 
it in another way, do selfish motives 
exert a more controlling influence than 
in times past? 


Are we really growing more gross 


and selfish and unjust? 
Are we less 


generous, 
sympathetic 
and 
upright 


than were our fathers? 


The coming again of Christmas, with 


its tender emotions, sacred 
memories 


and fireside associations, furnishes per- 
haps the best answer to these ques- 
tions that could be made. 
Notwith- 


standing its Christian association and 
foreign origin, Christmas in this coun- 
try has come to take on the complex- 
ion of the national character. Its cele- 
bration here is distinctively American. 
It has become woven into the life of 
the people. 
Under its humanizing In- 


lluence, creed differences have 
sunk 


and the hospitable, generous and lib- 
eral impulses have come uppermost. 


If 
the 
literature 
and 
the 
gifts 


deemed appropriate to the season are 
not proof that mankind is still warmed 


l~-y the glow of sentiment and affection, 
then nil is a mockery Indeed. 
There 


never was a time when the poor were 
more 
generously repSiembered 
nor a 


period when 
hospitality was 
more 


hearty or general. 
True, the conven- 


tions are changed and customs have 
been modified, but the substance re- 
mains enlarged In sphere and enriched 
in ethical grace. 


At no time in our history has Christ- 


mas been more generally 
celebrated. 


Virtually all classes, conditions 
and 


creeds now exchange 
congratulations, 


gifts and hospitalities on this anniver- 
sary. It is the overmastering human 
quality in the festival that brings all 
men to observe it. The stockings are 
hung around the hearthstones of the 
Jew and the atheist as well as around 
the Christians', and Santa Claus fills 
them as full and feels as happy over 
it as if the recipients were baptized in 
the Church of Christ. Christmas is no 
longer an exclusively religious festival 
—it is a manifestation of the universal 
brotherhood of man and an expression 
of his best instincts and aspirations.

due to any strengthening of the ties 
of the Christian Church) but to the per- 
vasiveness and influence of the senti- 
ment underlying the Christian faith, 
and which embodies the ethical and al- 
truistic essence ot all other religious

TROUBLE IS BREWING 


OVER PATRONAGE. 


Mayor Schmitz Will Stand by His Union Friends 


to a Finish—The Congressional Con- 


tests in the State. 


[(Special to 'the Tribune.) 


SAX 
FRANCISCO, 
Dec. 21.—The 


•wrangle between the members of the 
Labor Party savors of the beginning 
of the end of th'..-ir political movement. 
It 
was freely 
anticipated that thoy 


would rot be able to agree over thu 
Distribution 
of 
tho municipal patro- 


nage but no one thought that the dis- 
cord v.-crulcl be asserted so quickly a.nd 
In so pronounced a fashion. 


As 
matters stand now-, the-labor 


J>;jrty Is as badly rent in twain as were 
the Populists -when the Middlc-of-the 
Itnad faction developed, for 
when the 


disputes are in such a shape that they 
ere endeavoring- to invoke the aid o£ 
the courts it is plain enough that there 
is little possibility- o[ agreeing among 
themselves. Those 
comprising' 
the 


nc-\v 
movement too, are in the main 


more hotheaded than is advisable for 
the political same and are not likely 
to weigh conditions and make conces- 
sions such a.s -would be done by those 
longer in the business. 


One proposition that has been effec- 


tually 
settled by the rumpus is that 


Mayor Schmitz is going to stand by 
his union friends to the finish, for, de- 
spite all the claims advanced at times 
by members of the regular parties as 
to his swinging- into lino with them, 
Ijo is showing that he intends to be 
a Labor Mayor and nothing else. • "In 
other words he is going to disperse his 
favors among: those who gave him. the 
opportunity to 'Secure them. 


OUTSIDE ISSUES. 


As a municipal matter this under- 


standing 
is 
naturally of much mo- 


ment hut Ibvyond that there Is much 
more involved. If Parry is going to 
bc> a. candidate for Congress against 
Kahn,R.s seems very probable there will 
be a flutter in Federal circles, for it 
cannot ho denied that Ihe would be a 
very formidable opponent in that par- 
ticular 
section. The tenderloin and 


the 
workingmen's residence sections 


form by far the majority of the Fourth 
District and although Kahn has a big 
following, 
Ihe ivay t'he -wage-earners 


ttoixl shoulder to shoulder in the re- 
c-tnt campaign is not very 'assuring'' 


The Democrats too are prepared to 


take full advantage of the situation. 
Their main fight is to get Kahn out 
of Congress at any cost and they 'will 
undoubtedly endorse Parry should his 
name be presented by the laibor people. 
As a matter of fact they are making 
overtures in that regard right now, 
for word 'has been quietly convened bo 
the leaders of the now Third [party that 
no candidate will be put up against 
them toy the Democrats' if they will 
trot out Parry or some other equally 
good representative. 


WHAT KAHN HOPES. 


However, -now that tho schism, has 


developed in the labor ranks, the Kaihn 
people—who 
to tell the 
truth were 


somewhat worried ovcir the outlook—• 
have 
plucked 
up tfres'h courage a.nd 


siiy that by the time the Congression- 
al 
convention 
gets around a few- 


months hence the Labor party will be 
as badly scattered and disorganized as 
the Populists who, 'by the way, ivill 
probably be not heard of at all In this 
State next year. It certainly looks as 
if 
Schmitz, with the comparatively 


limited patronage at Ills disposal, will 
bp 
unable 
to reconcile the ivaa-ring 


factions, in •wihich event Parry would 
have no earthly chance at the polls IE 
he made his planned Congressional bid. 


The same may be said regarding the 


Legislature. AVliile 
the Labor people 


have not claimed to be ibi'g enough to 
get a controlling' vote there they nev- 
ertheless have been saying that t/hey 
iwouUi 
send thirty or forty members 


v hk'h woxild 'bo a -balance -of .power as 


1 


between the two regular parties. TJiat 
such figures iare preposterous, however 
is recognized by those in touch 'with 
State politics, for at the 'best it doss 
not seem possible that the laibor move- 
ment could obtain a representation of 
over a dozen votes. 


Even what has seemed to be -within 


reach will, however, unquestionably be 
sacrificed if the present 'breach, con- 
tinues, (for the factions seem to have 
cut the party into almost equal por- 
tions and the end losing in convention 
would "be sure to tie nip with one of 
the regular party candidates in order 
to 
get even. lAH things considered 


therefore there are more clouds hov- 
ering- over the labor camp than at any 
time 
before 
and 
they 
have 
not 


silver linings to them by any means.

Induced the Southern Pacific to try a 
cargo of the coal from the antipodes, 
asserting that it had no rival in Amer- 
ica for steam making purposes.' The 
claim attracted but little attention but 
ei rival convinced .the,Southern Pacific 
Company 
of 
the superiority of the 


South Sea product and since then over 
40,000 tons have Ibeen imparted, witlr 
l.'.OOO tons now on the "higfti sea,s. As 
soon 
as other xroal consuming con- 


cerns learn of the saving effected and 
the 
results obtained, the trade un- 


doubtedly will assume proportions sec-

to none. England's colony will

Pour months ago a single vessel from 


Australia, discharged its cargo at Long

ed sailing direct. 
It is possible that the Australian coal 


Trtiic-h can -bo laid down here as oheai>- 
-ly as it. can 1>e mined on the Coast will 
be a serious competitive factor with 
the local product. The present tariff 
on the coal is not sufficiently high to 
exercise a detrimemtaJ effect on impor- 
tation, and at the present irate of in- 
crease it would not take long before 
the importations ran into hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
tons. At:the present 
time the imports will amount-to 150.000 
tens annually whidhis no snail figure.

the Duke of Norfolk expended twenty 
thousand pounds in keeping Christ- 
mas. The Duke's prodigality gave great 
offonse at court and from that period 
began its decline. King Charles the

at the.Battle"of Balls

reproduce, flrst, a poem upon the death 
jf General E. D. Baker, the "Grey Eagle" 
iratpr ot lha Pacific Coast, T/. S. Sen- 
ator' at the time from the State ot Ore- 
on, who fell mortally wounded -while 
eadins a charge at the battle of Balls 
Bluff, at an early period o£ the War of 
he Hebellion, October, 1S61. 
The poem was written by Dr. Alfred 


Baker, brother of the CJeneral, and in- 
scribed to Senator J. A. McDoueai, an 
Id friend and comrade of General Baker. 
,nd found among his papers after bis 
death. 


THE DEATH OP BAKER. 


Twas a calm October morning, 
Long before the East was gray, 


When our chief received the order 


Straight to marshal his array. 


Promptly was each order given, 


And before the dawn was bright 


His beloved and own battalion 


Proudly marched to find the fight. 


As he started I addressed him,

Brother,"brother, heed today;

lem, 
Oregon, Statesman the following ar- 
ticle, fervent and glowing as tho fiery 
braziers of the eternal gods, with no name 
to designate the author, and, in fact, no 
name v/as necessary, for there was only 
one man on the Pacific Coast that wielded 
a pen so eloquent and fiery, and whose 
transcendant genius could pour forth the 
glowing tribute to l*is friend, the Immor- 
tal Baksr—and that mighty genius could 
be no other than Calvin B. MacDonald 
I reproduce the glowine tribute, and

shrine of affection, and hither shall come 
the stricken warrior from the red plains 
of sacrifice." 
It was he1 who woke -the 
reluctant echoes of RepuOlicanlain in the 
valleys and hills of California. It was he 
who, 
like a Plalded Gael, set her stand- 
ard upon the mountains, bore it from the 
sources of the Sacramento and San Joa- 
quin, and planted it between the sturdy 
arms ot the Columbia, within the empire 
of Hood and Jefferson, saying: "Oh, Lib- 
erty! 
how immortal and imperishable! 
Grind it to power; tiiruat it through with 
darts; burn it to cinders and scatter its 
ashes to the winds, and yet it will arise, 
clad In a panoply of steel." 
And yet may God and Freedom forgive 
here the young and ardent State of Cal- 
ifornia, 
still radiant In her 
youthful 
beauty and glittering with her priceless 
jewels, denies him a monument, even five 
cubits high (?) and San Francisco, the 
Queen of the Occident, enthroned upon 
ier golden strand and holding forth her 
scepter to the treasures of the Indies and 
all the islands of the sea, suffers the peer, 
ess orator, the brilliant statesman Immo, 
ated warrior, to lie almost like the last 
pilot of Israel on the heights ot Nebo, 
'where no man kiioweth his grave unto 
this day." 
And now, when the landward winds 
coma in from 
the boundless ocean, to 
grieve and sob among the nobler monu- 
ments that have been sacred over the 
ashes of lesser men, the spirit o£ that 
freedom which he worshipped with all 
the fervor of a great soul, droops.beside 
a grave almost unmarked by gratitude 
and love, and seems to utter the pathetic 
nterrogatory of the dying warrior of the 
Allcghanies: "Who is there to mourn for 
Logan? Not one!" But, perhaps, a more 
thoughtful generation lineerlns among 
the monumental shadows of the rich, may 
chance upon the humble burial place of 
poor statesman Aristides," and erect 
memorial befitting the splendor of 
life 
and the heroism of his death. Let it be a 
lofty column, sculptured by the votive 
mis of affliction, which shall stand for 
ever a beacon or landmark for sailors 
Ike a sentinel listening to the death cries 
of the waves as they roll in foaming bat- 
:alion upon the unchangeable rock, am 
bearing this inscription: "Years, years 
ago, 
I took my stand by Freedom; and 
where the feet of my youth were planted 
thera 
my manhood 
and my age 
did 
march." 


The quotations In the above are from 
the powerful and magical farewell ad- 
flress delivered in the American Theater 
at San Francisco by Senator Baker, a few 
days bafore leaving for Washington to 
take his seat in the U. S. Senate, and 
pronounced by all of the thousands who 
listened the greatest and most wonderfu 
that ever man listened to. The writer o 
this was present and can testify to its In 
companible power, fervor, eloquence an< 
firey facination.
